!. An Account of the Opening of the B#dy of a 
Boy, mho Dyed Suddenly, and what Obfer- 
vable was found therein. By Dr. Charles 
Prefton. 

EING called to the Difle&ion of a Boy, about 
^ Nine Years of Age, who Dyed fuddenJy, be- 
ing taken ill with a Fit of Vomiting , a little before 
bis Death,with the Chyrurgion one Monfieur Du tinier % 
Operator to Monfieur Du Verny, what we found mofi 
remarkable is as follows : 

Firft in the lower Belly, after having laid open the 
common Integuments , we difcovered the left Tefti- 
cle out of its natural place, drawn up above the Apa- 
nevrofe, or holes of the three Mufcles of the Abdo- 
men, which gives paflage to the Spermatick Veffek in 
Men that go to the Tefiicles, and to the round Ligament 
of the Matrix in Women. 

The Bladder was extreamly diftended and full 
©f Urine. 

In 
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In the Stomach we found a Worm of about 
Nine Inches in length, and a Line and half broad, 
as aifo a kind of flimy Matter : the Liquor contain- 
ed in the Stomach was black, whether it had 
its Colour from (bme Remedies prefcribed againfl 
his Vomiting, or was the effed of fome Difeafe, 
I cannot determine. 

In the feeond Cavity , the Lungs were tyed to 
the Pleura on the right fide , but were free on the 
left } in the left there was an Inflamation of the 
Pleura , with fome Matter , as alfo an Inflama- 
tion of the External tunique of the Lungs. 

In DhTe&ing the Heart, we found a large Poly- 
pus in the left Ventricle f which filled the Vena 
Pulmonarh , and entred the left Auricule, about 
Eight Inches in length and Two Fingers broad. 

In the right Ventricle , there was alfo a Po- 
lypus of about an Inch in length , which was Co 
big, that it almoft flopped the entrance of the 
Blood into the Vena cava ajcendem. 

Laftiy , In Difle&ing the Brain , we found alfo 
a confiderable Polypus^ in the Sinus Longitudi- 
nal : All other things were according to Na- 
ture. 

From what is here obferved , it is eafie to 
Conjecture the Caufe both of his Vomiting , as 
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alfo of his Hidden Death ,* and becaufe it* were resju*- 
fite for Explaining this Matter, to give m Ac* 
count of the Nature of a Polypus, and how they 
are formed j which being fufficiently done by 
the Learned Malpighi and others , to whom I re- 
fer j it (hall fuffice that I give a bare Relation- of 
what was found, and leave every Man to make 
his own Reflexion. 
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
